(iovernor Blaine made the occasion of 


present ing Ins t"ax program to the legis- 
lature an opening for a rather general 
message. 
A legislature which has been 


going the speed of the one at Madison is 
enough to keep any governor busy with 
pen and ink. and doubtless Mr. Blame 
will find it necessary to intervene again 
witli executive advice for guidance oi' his 
lawmakers before they adjourn. 
The 


publicity which ha-s recently been given 
to the enormous increases in expenditures 
for state purposes may or may not be re- 
sponsible for the governor's urgent rec- 
ommendations for economy, but these rec- 
ommendations constitute an important 
part of his message. 
To bring 'about 


these economies he would among other 
things reduce the appropriations for the 
national guard and the state university, 
cut the personnel of sonic commissions, 
and wipe6out the state board of education. 
The wisdom of some of these reductions 
may be open to question, but whether 
they are or are not. there would seem to 
'lie plenty of leeway for reducing expendi- 
tures in a state which is today paying out - 
,$20.000.000 annually for boards, com- 
missions, and departments 
as against 


$5.000.000 in 1911-12. 


Governor Elaine's tax proposal will 


not. we believe, impress those who will 
he called upon to pay the heavy income 
taxes suggested, a.s a material improve- 
ment over the Dahl and Severson bill. 
There is a partial retention of the person- 
si property offset, but it is small. A cor- 
poration tax of 7 per cent on-all taxable 
income in excess of $6.000 is a high tax. 
Tt will not in any material degree be re- 
lieved by the repeal of mill and special 
taxes on property.

If such taxes as the governor proposes

face we should say that Mr. Elaine's tax 
proposal will he scarcely less unpopular 
than the Dahl and Severson bills.

Til's plan correctly, practically all of tho 
income to tho state from taxation is to be 
derived from income, and none from prop- 
erty.

A bill introduced in 
the legislature of Michigan provides for 
a maximum tax of four' per cent on in- 
come. this as against Mr. Blaine's propos- 
al of 7 per cent on corporations and 10 
per cent on individuals, with a surtax on 
dividends- rising to 7 per cent. 


A WORLD ECONOMIC CONFERENCE 


Sooner or later there will have to be an 


international economic conference; there- 
fore. the sooner the better. The Interna- 
tional Chamber of Commerce, which sev- 
eral years ago suggested such a confer- 
ence. now adopts resolutions urging that 
one should be called. The American gov- 
ernment. has been and is in favor of dis- 
cussion of world economic problems. 
It 


intimates, however, that the initiative 
should be taken by another government. 
This is the great creditor-nation and it 
would weaken its position by leading the 
movement. 


Had sueh a_ conference been held after 


the "Washington arms conference, the pres- 
ent friction between France and Germany 
migh> have been averted, and Europe to- 
day be well on the way to a recovery -of 
commercial strength. 


Mistakes that were made at the war's 


close must be rectified. 
Theoretical ad- 


justments must be modified so that they 
will be practicable. 
So far the truth as 


to conditions in the different countries 
has not been ascertained, and it must be 
established before permanent settlements 
can be determined. Once exact informa- 
tion is secured, aud it is known definitely* 
what the resourcefulness of each nation 
is. and what each requires, a government 
start can be made toward filling. their 
wants. 


How effectual the work oC an interna- 


tional economic conference might directly 
he cannot be foretold. The benefits might 
be indirect, instead of direct, but it would 
make no difference whether the results 
were direct or not. 
The chief object 


would be realized, cither immediately or\ 
in a short time. The trade of the peoples 
of Europe will have a strong influence 
on that of the United States. We must 
compete with other nations in the world's 
trade. 
"We must sell goods everywhere. 


We must 'trade with nations of Europe. 
We can serve our own interests best by 


* equipping other nations to give u~s com- 
petition. If other nations do a big busi- 
ness they can trade with ns on more or 
less equal terms.

In order to convey disease germs from 
pasture to pasture, from garden to garden, or from 
hatchery to brook, as you please, it is necessary to 
work fast, for the delicate little things are sure to 
succumb when exposed for just a few/moments to 
light, air and dryness. 
From the moment a ball 


player licks his finger or spits on his glove or the 
ball until the next player handles the ball and licks 
his finger, possibly some good lusty tubercle bacilli 
could survive. I would not advocate hot and cold 
running water installations at eacli position on the 
baseball diamond, but in. all fairness the umpire 
ought to banish to the baths any player caught spit- 
ting on glove or ball. Baseball purports to be a 
clean game. Dirty players should receive no en 
couragement. 


It is not microbiophobia, but simple personal hy- 


giene, to wash your hands with soap and running

crime. I have known a few downright "nuts" who 
were really daft about washing their hands—but the 
characteristic feature of that kind of dementia is 
that the unfortunate is never contented with the re- 
sult, never enjoys the sense of cleanliness and safety 
which a normal individual derives from this san- 
itary rite. By a little calm, philosophical thought, 
and a considerable amount of practice and school- 
ing you can in time acquire a fair aseptic techjiic 
which will become second nature and definitely 
widen your margin of safety against communicable 
disease.

you handle a theater chair arm or a street car 
Jianging strap until you find opportunity to wash 
your hands, how often does jour hand go to your 
mouth or your linger to your tongue.

ily digested, a hard boiled or a soft boiled egg.—

Answer—Hard boiled If not too hard boiled is 


rathef more quickly digestible than soft boiled if 
not "too soft boiled. The albumin (white) of raw 
egg is not so completely digested a.s the albumin 
of an egg cooked, some of this nutriment passing 
through the intestine unchanged if in the raw state 
and especially when considerable egg is eaten. Egg 
boiled enough to render the albumin somewhat fria- 
ble is broken up by mastication,-(or by grating or 
other preparaition) so that the gahtnc juice more 
quickly acts upon every particle of it. 
If too soft 


or too little boiled, the albumin is still practically 
raw and longer resists the digesti\c action'of the 
gastric juice. 
When egg white is too long boiled 


or too hard it becomes altered in character, rather 
leathery and less soluable even when finely grated 
and well masticated.

and 


clerical men of all descriptions and 
degrees in New York have decided 
to earn their living by the sweat of 
tbcir brows. 


An unsually interesting feature of 


this change and 1he training selected 
by tho white collar men, is called 
by tho Ivhight of Columbus, where it 
was stated that the cx-scrvice man, 
^accustomed to 'the open 
air and 


to work 
at any job given 
ihm 


does not pick and choose to get the 
clean job. Many of the white collar 
men who wero not service men like 
plan reading And 
clean 
electrical 


work^and will not take up the other 
trades despite the better pay. 


A comparison of wages paid to the 


average white collar men and those 
nearly any fairly competent building 
laborer can demand affords tho key to 
tho situation. 
Tno classified adver- 


tising pages of a Sunday newspaper 
showed that in the situation wanted 
column forty-eight accountants were 
seeking 
work, 
thirty-seven 
book- 


keepers, fifty-foiir clerks, a score of 
stenographers and any number 
of 


"young men."

that onft-tfnth or leas in each class 
were needed, Jhc average 
salaries 


ranging from $15 to $25 a week.
